EXCAVATING & WINCHING 
Moving Of All Size Th ilks 
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Why Shoot Only Bucks? 
Larry Stotz, United States For­ 
est district ranger, writes an oc­ 
casional column which is released 
under the heading, 
Your Forest 
Ranger. In the column received 
this week, Mr. Stotz so well ex­ 
presses our opinion concerning the 
ridiculous practice of limiting deer 
hunting to the buck 
population, 
that we are going to publish it 
under our Outdoors department. 
By Larry Stotz 
In a certain hotel which I used 
to frequent in Santa Fe, New Mex­ 
ico, there was a curious hunting 
trophy, mounted on the wall, which 
always appealed to me, but which 
created consternation in any one 
who saw it for the first time. 
It was the mounted head of a 
long-eared western 
jack rabbit, 
with the tiny antlers of an exotic 
species of dwarf deer so cleverly 
attached to the top of the rabbit’s 
head, between the ears, that it 
appeared to be a natural phenome­ 
non, and was for me the first and 
last antlered jackrabbit of my ex­ 
perience. And yet I couldn’t help 
but think that perhaps if male rab­ 
bits grew antlers naturally a rabbit 
buck law would be in the books, 
and the shooting of antlerless rab­ 
bits would be considered just as 


unsportsmanlike as some consider 
the legalized shooting of female 
deer. 
Or if the male black bear grew 
conspicuous tusks like the extinct 
sabre toothed 
tiger 
undoubtedly 
only bears with tusks would be 
considered legal game, and any 
efforts to legalize the shooting of 
female bear would meet with con­ 
siderable resistance on the grounds 
that to shoot females would be un­ 
sportsmanlike, or to do so would 
wipe out the bear population. But 
still the old prejudice against the 
legalized shooting of antlerless deer 
persists here in Pennsylvania. 
Granted that many hunters are 
more interested in a trophy than 
they are in the venison, when they 
hunt deer, it is also true that a 
great many hunters are not par­ 
ticularly interested in a trophy, but 
find just as much sport in hunting 
a doe as a buck, and once the 
venison is on the table find the 
m eat equal to if not superior to 
that of a buck. 
If the trophy hunter objects to a 
hunter’s choice deer season, on the 
grounds that hunting female deer 
is unsportsmanlike, and will reduce 
the herd too drastically he is being 
inconsistent in his attitude for often 
the same hunter will have been

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out before the deer season looking 
]!or a bear of either sex to shoot, 
and he will have no compunctions 
about shooting a 
female bear. 
Since a hunter’s choice bear season 
has been in effect for many years, 
with an ever increasing number of 
bear hunters taking to the field, 
and yet the bear population seems 
to remain relatively stable it would 
seem logical that the fleet footed 
deer could also take care of itself, 
regardless of sex, under a hunter’s 
choice season. 
The trophy hunter, who is only 
interested in a buck with a huge 
rack, faces pretty 
discouraging 
numerical odds against his ever 
getting a shot at his “dream buck” , 
and if he gets a buck at all he 
may have to be satisfied here on 
the Allegheny National Forest with 
a buck with miniature antlers such 
as those mounted on the western 
jack rabbits head in a Santa Fe 
hotel. 
The best remedy for this un­ 
pleasant situation which the trophy 
hunter now finds himself confront­ 
ed with on the Allegheny National 
Forest is to enthusiastically sup­ 
port a “hunter’s choice” or “one 
deer” type of deer season. He will 
find that there will be less com­ 
petition for 
that 
prize 
“dream 
buck” that has 
found 
sufficient 
quality food to grow a big rack, 
because many hunters will be satis­ 
fied with a spike buck or a doe. 
Then as herd and its range is 
brought into balance, 
more 
and 
more bucks will find sufficient food 
to insure normal antler develop­ 
ment, and these bucks will be big­ 
ger and heavier. If, under a hun­ 
te r’s choice 
season 
the 
trophy 
hunter is unable to shoot a buck, 
and finally decides to hunt antler­ 
less deer he will find the female 
deer just as lusive as the male, 
and just as much sport to hunt. 
In 1951 West Virginia put into 
effect a hunter’s choice deer sea­ 
son, and the results of this for­ 
ward step 
in 
enlightened 
deer 
managment 
are 
interesting. 
In 
1953 West Virginia deer hunters 
killed nearly as many 
antlered 
bucks as they ever killed during 
any single buck 
season 
in 
the 
State. In addition, they harvested 
14,000 antlerless deer. 


The West Virginia trophy hunter 
now finds that his chance of killing 
an antlered buck is actually in­ 
creased in many areas since the 
hunter’s choice season was adopt­ 
ed, because not all of the hunting 
pressure is on bucks now that all 
deer are legal. 
Only one year after the hunter’s 
choice season was put into effect 
the average weight of fawns killed 
in one county increased 9 pounds 
due to the increased food supply 
available to the reduced deer popu­ 
lation. 
Undoubtedly, 
as 
further 
herd balancing is effected the av­ 
erage weight increase in deer har 
vested by hunters, during hunter’s 
choice seasons, will be considerably 
increased. 
During the entire 20 year period 
from 1930 through 1950, when only 
bucks were legal to hunt in West 
Virginia, hunters killed only 39,054 
deer. During the last three hun 
te r’s choice seasons, hunters have 
killed 58,935 deer. 


Although West Virginia has the 
hunter’s choice deer season, which 
assures the hunter larger animals 
and better trophies without en­ 
dangering the herd, the deer herd 
is still not being adequately har­ 
vested. To those few who still fear 
that a hunter’s choice deer season 
in Pennsylvania would wipe out the 
herd it might seem strange that in 
West Virginia, after three years of 
such hunting, the big management 
problem still centers around an in­ 
adequate harvest of the deer. This 
is due to poor hunter distribution 
which results in too many hunters 
in some areas, and too few in 
other areas. 
Hunter distribution is a universal 
problem, wherever deer hunters 
take to the woods, and here on 
the Allegheny National Forest it is 
a serious problem despite relative­ 
ly flat topography, 
an 
adequate 
road system, and miles of pipeline 
and power line 
rights-of-way to 
hike over. 
Until hunters are willing to ac 
tually get out and hunt a consider­ 
able distance back from the roads 
even a hunter’s choice deer season 
in Pennsylvania would not entirely 
solve the pressing deer problem on 
th#* Allegheny Plateau, but it woulc

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OBSERVATIONS 


By Bob Walsh 


The Fight To Keep 
Communities Alive 
Warren county is no exception 
in the current battle by many 
communities either to keep what 
they have or to regain their lost 
economic vitality. Warren county 
has communities which need a shot 


in the bread basket and some which 
need to keep aware of the ever­ 
present threat to what they must 
remember is their source of a good 
living. 
New England has seen what the 
migration of industries can mean 
to an area. The National Associa­ 
tion of Wool Manufacturers says 
that 74 of the 132 woolen and worst­ 
ed mills that shut down in a five 
year period were from New Eng­ 
land. They cost 48,000 jobs. And 


since 1947 the New England tex­ 
tile employes have been reduced 
from 300.000 to 165,000. 
We believe New England is a 
good example of what can happen, 
and does happen to many com­ 
munities. The biggest fault of suf­ 
fering states was their unaware­ 
ness of the problem before them 
and their laxity about doing any­ 
thing about it. The rest of us are 
forewarned. We should be prepar­ 
ed. 
When many of these m ass move­ 
ments take place, the most glar­ 
ing weakness is the lack of fore­ 
sight on the part of management, 
iabr, and the community. No one 
seems to know exactly what has hit 
him, and there is a lack of co­ 
ordination either between groups or 
within the respective ranks. 
This problem comes very close 
to home. At the present time the 
Labor Department has classified 
nine major areas as having a very 
substantial labor surplus. Two of 
these are in New England and four 
are in Pennsylvania! 
1 In addition to these larger areas, 
there are 39 smaller ones with 
comparable unemployment. Many 
of these are in Pennsylvania, and 
we would not be surprised if in 
the list are one or two in this 
section. 
New England is very typical of 
many communities. It is old and 
too conservative. It has failed to 
keep pace with the changing times, 
wearing out its outmoded plants 
and fighting to maintain the status 
quo when the only way to stay 
alive is to move with the times. 
Though the Federal government 
has designated 
distressed 
areas 
and has attempted to help by dir­ 
ecting contracts to those sections, 
the real help must come from the 
people affected. The most success­ 
ful have been those communities 
where 
community 
development 
corporations 
have 
been 
formed 
with the full backing of most resi­ 
dents. 
The experiences of these many 
distressed towns and cities, an i 
the work that has been done, some 
successful and - some 
ending 
in 
failures, offer a real break 
for 
others because 
they 
can 
study 
what has happened and can learn 
the easy way. 
Much help can be obtained right 
here in Pennsylvania 
from 
the 
Bureau of Employment Security. 
It says that the experiences of a 
large number of Pennsylvania com­ 
munities point to elements that 
make up an effective program. 
These include: 
1. Setting up an active commu­ 
nity-wide organization with local 
leadership. 
2. Preparing a factual survey of 
a community’s economic assets, 
manpower, 
raw material, 
sites, 
buildings, housing, transportation, 
power, heat, water, retail stores, 
markets, and many others. 
3. 
Evaluating 
a 
community’s 
specific needs for more jobs, better 
jobs, jobs for men, jobs for wo­ 
men, diversification of industry, 
and others. 
4. Developing a positive plan of 
action. 
In most communities this stock­ 
taking has revealed the need of a 
building and much of the time and 
money has gone into such a con­ 
struction. Warren county’s harder 
hit areas may be spared this major 
hurdle. 
Long experience in this business 
reveals that the best results have 
been achieved by communities with 
continuing organizations and long 
range plans, but with flexible pro­ 
grams to fit the changing times. 
It also has been learned that 
such efforts work best when all 
have a real interest in the job to 
be done. One town in Pennsylvania 
has 6,000 men, women, and child­ 
ren paying five cents a week into 
the corporation. They also can suc­ 
ceed when a small group of bus­ 
inessmen gather together 
with 
enough confidence in the project 
to invest $500 or $1,000 a year in 
a five year plan, with all earnings 
plowed back into the development 
work And some organize with a 
profit in mind. They often are very 
successful. 
The main thing is to avoid the 
experience of one Pennsylvania 
town. 
An 
industrial commission 
v<?as formed and got off to an en­ 
thusiastic start, but was so lacking 
in organization and system that, to 
quote one member, "The members 
knew what they wanted — diversi­

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Democrats Close Ranks

NEW ORLEANS - Democrats 
decided here that they were going 
Adlai Stevenson’s way. 
By an overwhelming vote, two 
men unknown to the party 
two 
years ago have insured the con­ 
tinuity of a national headquarters 
regime which takes its flavor, its 
philosophy and its 
standards of 
conduct from the 1952 Presidential 
candidate. 
That regime will control the na­ 
tional 
convention 
machinery 
in 
1956. While no doubt it will behave 
correctly, as a practical matter 
Stevenson is its candidate. 
Here again, as in art, the sub­ 
stance preceded the 
form. 
The 
country looks to Stevenson not just 
as the titular but as the real leader 
of the Democratic party. Its new 
look is a Stevenson look. 
It is clear now that National 
Chairman Mitchell was justifiably 
confident of this when he calmly 
picked as his successor the newly 
elected Paul Butler of Indiana. 
Mitchell, after two years of tireless 
travel up and down and across the 
country, had heard what the grass 
roots were murmuring. 
When the votes 
were 
counted 
Butler had 70. The Truman-tinged 
Michael DiSalle had 18 and Jam es 
Finnegan, candidate of the big 
city 
bosses 
so powerful 
under 
Roosevelt, had 16. 
Butler was not a prestige can­ 
didate; he lacked glamour and he 
had no aura of victory, for Repub­ 
licans rule his state. He was handi­ 
capped by the arm ’s-length dislike 
of Harry Truman, whose friends 
Butler had deposed in the Indiana 
organization. 
But Butler had Mitchell and Mit­ 
chell had Stevenson. Mitchell put 
the Stevenson imprimatur on But­ 
ler in a masterful strategy based 
on Mitchell’s intimate knowledge 
of Stevenson’s character. Mitchell 
felt Stevenson would never openly 
interfere, which he didn’t. In the 
resultant vacuum, the Butler-Mit- 
chell forces remorselessly exploit­ 
ed the Mitchell-Stevenson intimacy. 
In so proving that he understands 
the uses of power, Mitchell demon­ 
strated that he will be around quite 
awhile. 
He was helped of course by the 
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fact that the old-timers didn’t do 
their homework. 
Sam 
Rayburn, 
Jake Arvey and Dave Lawrence 
talked to each other. Mitchell and 
Butler had already talked to the 
delegates and were spreading the 
gospel of a free and open conven­ 
tion. 
The opposing forces never came 
to the surface. The veterans, poli­ 
ticians to the bone, saw they were 
licked and joined the victors in a 
public embrace. 
This was possible since the strug­ 
gle never got personal. The de­ 
feated faction was jockeying for 
power in the accepted way. Some, 
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including 
Rayburn, 
honestly 
thought Butler inadequate. All ac­ 
cept Stevenson as the party leader, 
at least at present. 
Stevenson is concerned by only 
one thing, which is that Truman 
may feel rebuffed. Arvey & Co. 
made great use of this argument in 
trying to stop Butler. 
Truman actually is taking it in 
stride. No mean politician himself, 
he suspects that his coolness to­ 
ward Butler was used to woo the 
South. He rather thinks it should 
never have been made public. But, 
as ever, his motto is that if you 
can’t take the heat get out of the 
kitchen. He is prepared to cooper­ 
ate with the winners and promote 
party unity. 
Butler did get all but two of the 
South’s votes. 
Maybe 
Truman’s 
opposition helped there, but it is 
also a victory for the tireless 
efforts of Mitchell and Stevenson 
to close ranks for 1956.

Roving Mike 
One of the most popular tele­ 
vision programs of the day is 
Person to Person, with Edward R. 
Murrow doing the remote inter­ 
viewing of well known people who 
are seen wandering about their 
homes while they discuss their 
work and hobbies. The subjects are 
not talking into a microhonpe as 
we think of them, and no wires 
seem to impede their progress 
from room to room and up and 
down stairs. 
We never have discussed this 
trick because we assumed most 
people had read about it, but when 
we heard two experienced radio 
men puzzling it out on the air, 
and one of them giving the wrong 
answer, we decided many might 
be interested. 
The talking is done into a new 
kind of microphone which was de­ 
veloped by the Person to Person 
staff, at a cost of 
about 
$5,000 
each. It is small and unobtrusive, 
requires no wires, 
and 
does 
a 
pick-up job 
without 
being held 
directly in front of the mouth. 
Television is developing many 
situations which require new ideas 
to make programs possible. And 
technical development is moving 
along so rapidly to meet the needs 
that even those in the trade find 
it difficult to keep up. 
This is not a criticism of any­ 
one, but a fact, a fact that applies 
to all trades and professions. It 
would be impossible to employ a 
printer in Warren who could do 
the work required to publish the 
Observer. We are moving so rapid­ 
ly with new methods that we must 
train our own men, 
and 
many 
machines have been developed for 
the first time to meet our require­ 
ments and soon will be on the 
market for general sale. 
It is a fast-moving, fascinating 
age 
so rapidly progressive that 
our sociological and spiritual ad­ 
vancement may dangerously lag 
behind and we may reach a point 
where all forward progress will be 
stopped by mis-use of our scientific 
knowledge.

An uncomplete 
report 
reveals 
that nearly nineteen million dollars 
are to be spent for a variety of 
recreational facilities, 
such 
as 
swimming 
pools, 
play 
grounds, 
park buildings, and other require­ 
ments, as the result of the votes 
cast in many American cities dur­ 
ing the last election. Some of these 
decisions were made at special 
elections but all were approved in 
1954. 
Looking over the long list we 
find 
Towanda, 
Pennsylvania, 
is 
floating a $30,000 bond issue for 
two community centers. Monaca 
has approved a $130,000 bond issue 
for a swimming pool and the pool 
site. Wilmington voted $215,000 for 
general recreation developments. 
Some are dealing in millage in­ 
stead of flat sums. Mill Creek, Ohio, 
voted .4 mill for capital improve­ 
ments in recreation. Chillicothe, 
Ohio voted .3 mill as a operating 
levy. Boardman Township, Ohio, 
voted a .5 mill levy for parks. El 
Cerrito, California, 
voted a ten 
cent levy to expand park and rec­ 
reation services. Sunnyvale, Cali­ 
fornia, voted in favor of a special 
tax levy for a $300,000 swimming 
pool. 
Please note that these are not 
actions by governing bodies, alone. 
These and many others on the list, 
are decisions by the residents. 
They wanted more facilities and 
voted to pay for them.

good knife as a Christmas present, 
or if you want one that will hold 
up under the rigorous beating of 
everyday kitchen life, pick one with 
a blade that extends the full length 
of the handle. Blades that are in­ 
serted into a handle a few inches 
are not apt to stay that way very 
long. 
It is best to buy one that is 
riveted, with three of them if the 
steel goes away back to the rear 
of the handle. And if it is a blade 
that goes less than the full way, it

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Ike's Situation Similar 
To Hoover's 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


W A S H IN G T O N - If we go back 
to the last Republican Administra­ 
tion before this one — that of Her­ 
bert Hoover a quarter of a cen 
fury ago which ended March I, 
1933 - we can find an interesting 
parallel with today. It relates both 
to a split Republican party and a 
Senate party leader at cross-pur­ 
poses with the President as is 
Senator Wiliam F. Knowland of 
California today. 
What President Hoover did then 
about his Senate party relations 
may offer a clue to the outcome 
of President Eisenhower’s dilem­ 
ma. 
Though there is no similarity in 
personality auld method of opera­ 
tion between Bill Knowland and 
the Senate Republican leader of 
the Hoover era - James E. Wat­ 
son of Indiana - the drama of 
conflict, both within the party and 
between Senate and White House, 
is comparable in significant as­ 
pects. 
“Jim ” Watson was a GOP Old 
Guard stalwart and stand-patter 
and a flamboyant and clever poli­ 
tician of the old school. He wanted 
to be President, too. He was a 
candidate for the nomination be­ 
fore the 1928 Kansas City conven­ 
tion that nominated Herbert Hoov­ 
er, who was the candidate of the 
“liberal” elements of the Republi­ 
can party, just as was General 
Eisenhower in 1952 when he de­ 
feated the late Senator Taft, can­ 
didate of the conservative wing of 
the party. It might be interjected 
here that Senator Knowland was 
a supporter of Senator Taft.

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When Senator Watson had to be 
content with the post of party 
leader in the Senate, after thwart­ 
ing of his Presidential ambitions, 
it was generally recognized that 
his career, so far as going higher 
was concerned, was behind him, 
though he lived many years there­ 
after and died not long ago. Sena­ 
tor Knowland, who is only 46, re­ 
gards his career as still ahead of 
him, meaning he looks higher up. 
There are other striking con­ 
trasts. Where Senator Knowland is 
open and forthright in his opposi­ 
tion to the President on some as­ 
pects of foreign policy, telling the 
whole world about it, Jim Watson 
was devious and skilfully maneuv­ 
ered his Old Guard followers in 
the Senate to hamstring President 
Hoover. Privately the Indiana Sen­ 
ator was very frank, and cynically 
so, about his lack of accord with 
the party leader in 
the 
White 
House and with the policies which 
the “liberals” had expected Mr. 
Hoover to espouse. 
The split in the party revealed 
itself early in the Hoover Adminis­ 
tration when the President called 
a special session of Congress soon 
after he became President. That 
was in fulfillment of a promise 
made late in the campaign to 
Senator William E. Borah 
(R., 
Idaho), a leader in the Western 
farm bloc, for a special session 
to revise tariff rates affecting ag­ 
riculture. 
But industrial interests swarmed 
in to exploit this opening and Con­ 
gress got out of hand in a wild 
scramble to boost industrial rates 
also. Jim Watson was thoroughly 
in favor of that and his Old Guard, 
high tariff wing of the party rallied 
against the Hoover element, out­ 
numbered in Congress then as the 
Eisenhower supporters are today. 
Unable to deal dependably with 
Jim Watson, President Hoover look­ 
ed elsewhere for the protection of 
his interests in the Senate. He be­ 
gan to rely upon the assistant Re­ 
publican leader, Senator Charles 
R. McNary of Oregon, a school­ 
mate at Standford University, and 
a little band which became known 
as the “young Turks.” They includ­ 
ed Senators Vandenberg (Mich.), 
Henry J. Allen (Kans.) and Simeon 
Fess (Ohio), among others. 
The Old Guard, high tariff crowd 
won out despite the efforts of a 
coalition of Democrats and pro­ 
gressive Republicans, the latter led 
by Senator Borah. Out of it the 
nation and the world got the notor­ 
ious 
Smoot-Hawley Tariff 
Bill 
which President Hoover signed into 
law reluctantly and over the pro­ 
tests of the 
“liberals,” 
political 
and economic, who had supported

his nomination but thereafter lost 
confidence in him. 
For the tariff issue, which had its 
impact in foreign relations, we have 
today the broader and more compli­ 
cated collection of foreign policy 
issues over which the Republican 
party is split. Bill Knowland has 
joined the anti-Administration ele­ 
ment which compares with those 
who lined up with Jim 
Watson 
against Herbert Hoover in that 
other era. 
Will President Eisenhower, like 
Mr. Hoover, search out someone 
else in his party in the Senate with 
whom to deal? If so, who? The 
amateur slate makers who dabble 
in that sort of thing are finding 
the choice is rather narrow. They 
list Senators Carlson (Kans.), Ives 
(N.Y.), Saltonstall (Mass.), Aiken 
(Vt.), among the possible pros­ 
pects.
